Altogether, the 23 projects 
-in Proposition 3 involve the 
widening and resurfacing of 
42.69 miles of streets and roads, 
building 14.55 miles of new

North County Congested. 


Larger expenditures would 
be in the north and north-cen- 
tral part of the county, where 
the greatest industrial and res- 
idential development has oc- 
curred since World War II and 
where the need for traffic im- 
provement is most acute. There 
are also many projects in the 
southern part of the eounty, 
however, and every project 
would be a contribution to the 
entire metropolitan community. 

Largest single project of the 
23 is the City Limits Belt Line

Line would provide a 40- foot- | 
wide highway running parallel 
to and near the city limits from |

McCausland avenue in St. Louis. 

The project also contemplates 
a four-stteet loop or square 
around the congested Wellston 
business district to provide a 
by-pass for both north-south 
and east-west traffic around this | 
crowded area. 


Route of Belt Line. 


The Belt Line would start at 
Bellefontaine and Jennings Sta- 
tion roads. Jennings Station 
road would be widened to 40 
feet throughout its length to 
Kienlen avenue and Natural 
Bridge road and would pass be- 
neath the present grade cross- 
ing of the Wabash Railroad just 
north of West Florissant avenue. 

From Natural Bridge, Kien- 
len avenue would be widened to 
its present terminus at Easton 
avenue. From here a new street 
would extend Kienlen .58 of a 
mile to Plymouth avenue at the 
city limits. To extend it an- 
other half-mile to a connection 
with Skinker boulevard at Olive 
Street road would require action 
by the city of St. Louis. The 
city now is planning to extend 
the Skinker-McCausland artery 
south to an ultimate connection 
with River des Peres Parkway. 
If the gap between Plymouth 
and Skinker is filled, there 
would be a continuous artery 
from the extreme north St. 
Louis county to Lemay in the 
south generally paralleling the , 
city limits.

He noted that Israel and the 
Arab countries had failed to 
carry out United Nations pro- 
posals for repatriating, compen- 
sating or resettling the refu- 
gees who fled Palestine to ad- 
joining Arab countries in the 
1948 war. 

Wadsworth told a reporter 
that the resolution will include 
a plea for charitable organiza- 
tions to join with the U.N. relief 
and works agency in providing 
care for 200,000 border refu- 
gees, in addition to 900,000 now 
on agency relief rolls.

+ He said the Russian refusal 
“even to contemplate free elec- 
tions in East Germany” serves 
to highlight “as no words could 
the situation throughout East- 
ern Europe.” 

“If the so-called (East) Ger- 
man Democratic Republic,” he 
said, “cannot stand the test of 
a peoples’ choice, no more can 
the regimes imposed on the peo- 
ples of Eastern Europe.” 

Recalls Summit Meeting. 

Dulles recalled that at the 
summit meeting Bulganin had 
agreed with Mr. Eisenhower 
and other Western leaders to 
deal with the German problem 
in terms of reunification and 
free elections. He added: 

“The Government and people 
of the United Sttaes will find 
it hard to understand why in 


the light of this, Chairman Bul- | 


ganin sent to this foreign min- 
isters conference a delegation 
which apparently was under or- 
ders not to discuss seriously the 
matter of German reunifica- 
tion.” 

Dulles said the Soviet dele- 
gation was preoccupied here 
with the satellite problem even 
though it was not on the agenda. 
He declared conditions in East- 
ern Europe “may be such that 
the Soviet Union feels it cannot 
now agree to free elections in 
any area it controls because 
they would have a contagious ef- 
fect.” 

He said it was unfortunate 
that this was not foreseen by 
the Soviet government “before 
it agreed at the highest level 
and under solemn circum- 
stances that Germany should be 
reunified by free elections.” 

With respect to disarmament, 
Dulles said he hoped his afgu- 
ments had “led the Soviet dele- 
gation to realize the sincerity 
of the United States’s purpose.” 


Calls Russia Sensitive. 

Regarding the debate over 
lowering East-West barriers to 
travel, trade and ideas, Dulles 
declared it was now evident 
there had been little change in 
Soviet “sensitiveness to the in- 
troduction into the Soviet Unjon 
of any ideas which conflict with 
the official ideology.” 

Dulles concluded by. express- 
ing confidence that American 
national policy “will continue 
to find ways to serve the cause 
of human dignity as represent- 
ed by the freedom of individu- 
als to exchange ideas, the cause 
of humanity as represented by 
control and disarmament, and 
the cause of justice as repre- 
sented by the reunification of 
Germany.” 

Macmillan said he was more 
worried about the Soviet atti- 
tude than at the lack of suc- 
cess here. He recalled the sum- 
mit meeting where the leaders 
“met and talked and joked to- 
gether like ordinary mortals.” 
He added: 

“The dark clouds rolled back 
and the sun shone out. What I 
fear we must recognize as the 
immediate result of our meet- 
ing during the last three weeks 
is that instead of taking another 
step forward, at the best we 
are locked again in a stalemate, 
at the worst, we have taken a 
step backward. 

“I am not so much concerned 
that we have failed to agree on 
all the questions which we were 
instructed to discuss. What 
worries me is that the Soviet 
delegation do not seem to mind 
our failure.” 

French Foreign Minister An- 
toine Pinay said Soviet policy 
was aimed at dissolving the 
North Atlantic alliance and 
solidifying the division of Ger- 
many.

The American view was made 
known by the department with- 
in minutes after Israel’s Ambas- 
sador Abba Eban delivered a 
formal. note urgently requesting | 
American weapons. 


Cut-Rate Prices. Py 

The Israeli envoy told re- | 
porters he asked for cut-rate 
prices, if possible under Amer- 
ican law, and urged swift action. | 

Eban declined to say what. 
weapons he requested or how 
big a transaction his govern- 
ment proposed. 

The Ambassador did, how- 
ever, say: 

“We have reason to believe 
the Egyptian deal with Czecho- | 
slovakia is not only massive but | 
swift in its pace of implementa- | 
tion and this gives us a great 
sense of urgency.” 

He said Israel’s request in- | 
volves “a markedly lesser quan- | 
tity” than the $80,000,000 in| 
weapons which Egypt is report- | 
ed buying from Communist 
sources.

SIMPLIFIED VARICOSE VEIN 
OPERATION IS DESCRIBED |

HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 16— 
Complete removal of surface 
varicose vains frequently is not 
necessary to effect a cure, Dr. 
Willard Bartlett Jr., . assistant 
professor of clinical surgery at 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, said here yesterday. 
He addressed the surgical sec- 
tion of the Southern Medical 
Association, which is meeting | 
here. 
Dr. Bartlett described a sim- 
plified operation by which vari- 
cose veins may be “divided” 
instead of removed. He said 
the cost is much lower and the 
patient usually can resume his 
normal activities the following 
day. With the operation for 
removal, he pointed out, there | 
is usually an eight-day hospital | 
stay and an absence from nor- 
mal work for about two weeks. |

He has‘ slammed 
the curtain down, demanding 
everything that Russia wants in 
the way of technical informa- 
tion and trade in strategic goods 
while saying no to every pro- 
posal from the West. 

Before the conference began 
it was expected that the second 
round would conclude with a 
call for another meeting of the 
four foreign ministers some 
time next spring. Instead if 
some members of the American 
delegation had had their way 
they would have put in the final 
communique, or in any event 
in joint Western declaration, 
the frank statement that further 
negotiation is useless. 

Resistance by Allies. 

There was strong resistance 
{n the French and British dele- 
gations to any such admission 
of a dead end. The French, 
with elections coming up soon, 
were particularly concerned. 
They argued that to admit com- 
plete defeat would be to say to 
the Germans that their only 
hope for reuniting their coun- 
try was with Moscow’s help in 
bringing the two Germanys to- 
gether. 

After considerable argument 
a formula was agreed to by the 
French, British and Americans 
referring the questions of a fu- 
ture meeting to the heads of 
government of the four powers 
who would determine through 
diplomatic channels if such a 
meeting were feasible. 

It is hard to imagine Presi- 
dent Eisenhower agreeing to 
another round of negotiations.

Dulles could not attend a four- 
power conference in the middle 
of an election campaign. 

What Remains? 

With a third round clearly 
precluded for at least a year, 
and with a closing note of dis- 
cord, the question is then 
whether any gain remains from 
the summit conference of last 
summer. 

There were two achievements 
of that conference. The Pres- 
{dent convinced the world of 
America’s peaceful intentions, 
refuting the Communist and 
neutralist propaganda that the 
United States was brandishing 
the atomic bomb. Second, and 
more important, a tacit agree- 
ment was reached between East 
and West ruling out nucleam war 
as totally destructive for both 
sides. 

The view of those close to 
Dulles, who presumably reflect 
his thinking, is that this tacit 
agreement still stands. Nothing 
has been.said during the cur- 
rent conference to indicate that 
nuclear war is once more a 
threat. 

But here again it seems to 
one observer that this must be 
qualified.

nevertheless been audible. 


Rigid Position Criticized. 

The French and the British 
have felt, both in the prepara- 
tory phase and here at Geneva, 
that the Western position was 
too rigid and inflexible. It was 
not that anyone wanted to nego- 
tiate the’ issue of West Ger- 
many’s independence and par- 
ticipation in the Western alli- 
ance, but working members of 
the two delegations felt that 
with more flexibility the stub- 
born position of the Soviet 
Union could have been more 
effectively exposed. 

The French, for example, 
suggested a proposal under 
which the United Nations would 
conduct a referendum through- 
out all asking the 
Germans whether they wanted 
to reunite. through the Soviet 
method of bringing together a 
council of East Germany ‘and a 
council of West Germany or 
whether they wanted free elec- 
tions. Moletov would almost 
certainly have rejected such a 
referendum but his rejection 
would have made it plain to 
the Germans that Moscow does 
not trust them to decide on 
how they shall merge the two 
halves of their country. 

The French also wanted to 
put forward a dramatic offer to 
permit West Germany to with- 
draw from the North Atlantic 
aHiance if Russia would in re- 
turn agree to hold free elec- 
tions in both Germanys early 
next year. Again the answer 
would certainly have been no, 
but it would have been striking 
proof of the hollowness of the 
Soviet position. 

British Complaint. 

The British were unhappy 
that Prime Minister Eden's pro- 
posal of last summer for a de- 
militarized zone to be created 
prior to the reunification of 
Germany was removed from 
consideration by American re- 
luctance to accept any inter- 
mediate stage that might seem 
to sanction the existence of two 
separate German states. The 
British argued in the aftermath 
of the summit conference that 
if Russia should agree to such 
an intermediate step then later 
_agreement might be worked out 
on unification.

In the Race 


Adlai E. Stevenson has now publicly taken 
the step that countless citizens have felt for 
three years he could not, in the nature of things, 


avoid ‘taking. He has announced his candidacy — 


for the Democratic nomination for President in 
1956. 

As his party’s standard-bearer in 1952 the for- 
mer Illinois Governor ran a poor race or a rela- 
tively good one, depending on the standard of 
measurement. He carried nine states for a. total 
of 89 electoral votes to 442 for Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. Yet at the same time he mneceivéd 
27,300,000 popular votes, a total exceeded only 
by Presidents Eisenhower and Roosevelt, No 
other loser ever came close to the Stevemson 
vote 


Mr. Stevenson received this large popular stp* | 


port against the best known man in the country 
—the eminently popular Jeader of the Allied 
armies in World War II, For almost a« decade 
the name Eisenhower had been a houseliol 
term. By contrast the country began to get ac- 
quainted with Adlai Stevenson only after his 
nomination at Chicago some three months before 
the election. , 


Yet in that short time, the modest Illinvisan 


made an impression on the public such as few 
men have ever made. His pledge was that he 
would talk sense to the American people. It is 
not too much to say that he kept that pledge. 


This was so refreshing that countless citizens 
made up their minds that the man who had to 
be drafted in 1952 would necessarily have to be 
a candidate in 1956, even to the point of con- 
testing hotly for the nomination if circumstances 
so required. As the months have passed, any 
doubts Mr. Stevenson may have had about run- 
ning again have been put aside, and his: admir- 
ers will be gratified by his decision. 

As it was too early to make a presidential 
choice for 1952 in November or December, 1951, 
so is it too early to make a choice now for. next 
year. An informed choice must wait not only on 
selection of the nominees by the conventions, 
but on the shaping of the campaign itself, Not 
until the nominees take their stand on the issues 
can the voters size them up and evaluate their 
views. 


Whatever the future may hold for either party, 
the Post-Dispatch regards it as a politically 
healthy thing for Mr. Stevenson to return to 
the national arena. For while what he says and 
does from now on will be related inevitably to 
his candidacy, we may expect him to discuss the 
issues much as he did in 1952. In that cam- 
paign he established himself as a man of integ- 
rity and frank opinion. His best course now 
is to be himself. 
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An Experiment to Be Watched 

The St. Louis Police Board has approved the 
experimental use of onegnan patrol cars in the 
Carondelet and Hampton Police Districts. This 
is a test well worth making. Kansas City has 
been policed with one-man patrols for the last 
two years and the results have been little short 
of amazing. 

While statistics can be deceiving, they are 
difficult to ignore, and in Kansas City the crime 
rate fell by 20.5 per cent at a time when the 
national rate was rising by 22.6 per cent. Offi- 
cials there say flatly that the one-man patrol 
car was an important factor in the statistical 
revelation. 

The one-man technique as developed in Kan- 
sas City and as it is to be tested in St. Louis is 
not an economy measure. Greater efficiency is 
its aim. Two one-man patrol cars with suitable 
radio and other equipment are placed in each 
area formerly patrolled by two men in one car. 
This has the effect of doubling coverage of a 
given area, speeding service and generally im- 
proving performance. It has even en- 
hanced ‘the personal safety of policemen, despite 
the fears of old-timers to the contrary. 


The St. Louis Police Board says it will keep 
a close watth on the experiment to determine 
the extent to which one-man cars will be em- 
ployed in other parts of the city, and that is fine. 
Assuming a proper application of the one-man 
technique and judging from the Kansas City ex- 
perience, the St, Louis tests may be the first 
step in a. tremendous improvement in the po- 
lice efficiency and performance. Everyone will 
hope so.

Salk Vaccine: It Worked 

Now that the worst part of the polio seasen is 
past in most of the country, all the fears and 
suspicions which so unfortunately arose about 
the Salk vaccine program can now be swept 
away. The antidote for these doubts is a report 
of the United States Public Health Service on 
studies made in 11 states and New York City. 

Dr. Alexander Langmuir sums up the report 
by saying that attack rates of paralytic polio this 
year were two to five times greater in’ unvacci- 
nated children than in vaccinated children. The 
vaccine proyided an average of 74 per cent pro- 
tection against the paralytic form of the disease. 
While this is not perfect, “This means it works,” 
says Dr. Langmuir, and indeed it does. 

Public doubts about the vaccine program were 
raised by the same Health Service and its par- 
ent Department of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare last spring because of the so-called “Cutter 
incident.” The new report provides a final anti- 
toxin to those anxieties too. Dr* Langmuir says 
that since late spring, when safety standards 
were revised, there has been no evidence of any 
suspicious vaccine from any manufacturer. 

The stop-and-go performance of the authori- 
ties last spring was unfortunate, but it can be 
forgotten now. The principal fear left concern- 
ing the polio vaccine is only that there may not 
be enough of it. By determined effort, both in 
vaccine production and skilled direction, the na- 
tion can begin to chase the dread polio virus out 
of the lives of its children. 
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Unwise Proposal by CAB 

In proposing to relax its rules so as to allow 
its employes on official business to accept free 
or reduced-rate rides from the airlines, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board is treading on danger- 
ous ground. Free passes to people in various 
walks of life who might have some influence on 
federal regulation of railroads were a corrupt- 
ing influence in the early days of railroading. 


CAB and every other regulatory agency .is 
under a special obligation to the public to avotd 
accepting anything resembling a favor from the 
business enterprises they regulate. The indus- 
try publication Aviation Week gave sensible 
counsel when it warned that a policy of free 
rides for CAB staff members would be “certain 
to raise grave ethical and legal questions.” One 
CAB member, Chan Gurney, former chairman, 
took the same sound view. 


If the free-ride policy were used, it would be 
likely to be abused, and a CAB precedent might 
be followed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
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mission, which regulates railroads, and other 
regulatory agencies, The best way to prevent that 
sort of thing from going too far is never to let 
it get started.

At present the three 
services are using some 500,000,000 square feet 
of warehouse space in this country alone to store 
supplies estimated to be worth 51 billion dollars. 
That’s the place to look for waste and duplicg- 
tion, and then to do something about it. 
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Where A Pledge Might Help 


Supervisor Matthews and the County Council 
have it in.their power to give the county bond 
issue campaign a healthy psychological lift. 

This happy result certainly would follow if 
Mr. Matthews would recommend revival of the 
Council’s now-dormant plan for a scientific, non- 
political, parcel-by-parcel reassessment of county 
real estate. And if Mr. Matthews were to sug- 
gest that this program ought to get under way 
immediately so that the job might be com- 
pleted within two years as the Council had orig- 
inally planned, so much the better. 

The bond issue and the need for a county- 
wide reassessment are separate and distinct mat- 
ters, of course, County voters will only punish 
themselves if they lash out against the bonds 
in anger over unfair valuations and the failure 
of the county government to make a start en 
the task of bringing equity to the assessment 
rolls.

With the mercury at 82 on Sunday and 81 on 
Tuesday—making the latter the warmest Nov. 
15 in 118 years of St. Louis weather history— 
there must have been those who were reminded 
of John Keats’s ode “To Autumn.” It may be 
that they, like Keats’s bees, were lulled by a 
conspiring November sun “Until they think 
warm days will never cease.”

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Blessing in Disguise? 

Premier Faure’s plan for parliamentary elec- 
tions in mid-December has been defeated by the 
generally inactive upper branch of the French 
legislature. Almost surely this came about with 
the tacit consent of the leaders of the dominant 
lower branch, the National Assembly, which had 
approved the elections, Some of these may have 
been more concerned with keeping a govern- 
ment in power during the Geneva talks than 
with a move-up of the elections. 

Behind the parliamentary subtleties is dis- 
satisfaction with “the intricacies of the 1951 
election law. Under pressure, Faure accepted 
one change in this, But former Premier Mendes- 
France, who again has assumed a leading role, 
wants a more thorough reform. He and others 
fear that instead of providing more support for 
a reasonable policy in North Africa, for cxam- 
ple, new elections might bring more inter-party 
deals. Already Faure has had to bargain for full 
Communist support to survive recent tests. 

There is support for the argument that of all 
French election rules, those of 1951 have proved 
the least conducive to stability. And that is say- 
ing much since in the 70 years of the Third 
Republic there were 109 governments, and 
the post-World War II Fourth Republic al- 
ready has seen four provisional and 22 regu- 
lar governments. 

There seems to be a promise of improvement 
if only the chief objective of the Mendes-France 
group is attained. This would do away with the 
present voting for slates of party candidates, 
replacing it by election of individual deputies 
by individual constituencies. This might lessen 
the shifting of parliamentary coalitions by mak- 
ing representatives directly responsible to voters 
of their districts rather than to the party lead- 

ers who put their names on the party slates. It 
would cut down the right-wing influence exer- 
cised on the present coalition by the Gaullists. 
It would also reduce the chances of the Com- 
munist bloc to drive bargains either with the 
opposition or the government. 

Whatever this set-back for Faure may imply 
for the immediate future, it could be a big gain 
for France if it proves to be the first step 
toward greater political stability. Certainly 
France cannot much longer pretend to the role 
of a great power if it cannot be more certain 
of its political mind. 
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Kight Reasons for County Bonds Between Book Ends 


From a Statement of the. Citizens’ Bond Issue Committee of St. Louis 
County Concerning the County Bond Referendum Noy, 22 


1. Expressways—$8,500,000. 

This money will pay the county’s 
share of the cost of three radial express- 
ways fanning out from city limits. St. 
Louis county pays only one half the 
cost of buying right-of-way, the land 
over which the expressways will be 
built. The. state and federal govern- 
ments pay the other half and all of the 
construction cost. The $8,500,000 will 
also buy the right-of-way for an Outer 
Belt expressway running north-south. 


2. Children’s Welfare Center and De- 
tention Home—$800;000. 

Neglected or abandoned children in 
St. Louis county are cared for in an 
inadequate rented house. Delinquent 
children must be either sent to a tough 
state reformatory or back home. This 
proposition would provide $200,000 for 


a Welfare Center for the temporary - 


eare and study of neglected children 
before they are placed in foster homes 
or returned to their own families. This 
proposition would also provide $600,000 
for a detention home. 

3. Supplemental Roads, Bridges and 

Grade Crossings—$9,837,000. 

The last St. Louis county road bond 
issue was in 1928. Since then the num- 
ber of automobiles and trucks using 
county streets has grown enormously. 
And the residents of most of St. Louis 
county are entirely dependent on auto- 
mobile transportation There are 23 
separate projects in the $9,837,000 to- 
tal. These would widen, straighten, re- 
surface and lengthen county roads, buy 
right-of-ways, build and repair or im- 
prove bridges and railroad grade sep- 
arations—to speed up transportation 
and increase traffic safety. 


4. Playgrounds, Small Park-Pienic 
Areas—§2,200,000. 

Only a few county municipalities have 
enough park and playground space for 
their children. This lack is particularly 
noticeable around the newer subdivi- 
sions and municipalities, This proposi- 
tion would buy and equip 100 play- 
grounds or athletic areas of three to 
five acres each. It would also purchase 
roadside “turnouts” to be converted in- 
to small park-picnie grounds. 


5. Voting Machines—§675,000. 

The 1954 bond issue enabled the 
County Election Board to buy 400 vot- 
ing machines. But the county's pop- 
ulation has grown so rapidly that these 
are not enough. With the 400 addition- 
al machines this $675,000 would buy, 
the county can change from paper bal- 
lots to voting machines. 


6. Inner Belt Highway—$16,100,000. 
As St. Louis county becomes larger 
and supplies more and more of the 
places where its residents work, travel 
north-and-south _ becomes increasingly 
important. This proposition would 
create an 18-mile, four-lane, limited- 
access highway. The $16,100,000 would 
all 18 miles of right-of-way, and 
co ct 4.64 miles of the route. The 
rest would be built when further money 
becomes available. 


7. Hospital and Health Center— 


$1,500,000. 

In the 1954 bond issue, the voters 
approved a building program for St. 
Louis County Hospital and the Health 
Department. It was to provide (1) 150 
beds for the chronically il] and 50 beds 
for the temporary care of mental pa- 
tients, (2) a new Health Department 
building, (3) living quarters for res- 
ident ians on the hospital staff, 
and (4) rehabilitation of existing old 
buildings and equipment, The amount 
approved in the 1954 bond issue was 
based on.the belief the county 
receive federal aid, but this has 

, delayed. The proposed $1,500,000 is 
to replace the federal aid that was ex- 
pected in 1954.

Nov. 16 (UP)—Six marines, lost 
when two landing craft over- 
turned, increased to 11 today 
the total of service men killed 
in air, land and sea military 
maneuvers off the southern 
California coast. 

Two marines were drowned 
and four were lost and pre- 
sumed drowned yesterday when 
the heavy wind-lashed surf near 
this base upset the craft.

The proposed flying tanks 
would be built of new light- 
weight metals and get their lift 
from a saucer-like platform 
atop the turret. They would 
be capable of hops of around | 
five miles.

Head of Rehabilitation As- 
sociation Points to Larger 
Federal Appropriations. 


Recognition by Congress of 
the Federal Government's re- 
sponsibility to handicapped citi- 
zens has enabled federal and 
state rehabilitation programs to 
expand in most states, J. Hank 
Smith, .president of the National 
Rehabilitation Association, said 
today. 

Speaking at the association's 
annual convention at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, Smith said increased 
congressional appropriations for 


the federal Office of Vocational 
Rehabilitation has meant more 
handicapped persons have been 
helped this year than in 1954, 
and a greater increase can be 
expected in 1956. 

Federal support of a program 
of education and training for 
professional workers in rehabili- 


tation, and grants to colleges | 


and universities for training 
purposes have further aided in 
helping handicapped persons 
Support themselves as much as 
Possible, he said. 

Public programs are not car- 
rying the whole rehabilitation 
burden, Smith noted. Voluntary 
groups have worked iri the field 
for many years, and also are ex- 
panding. 


A state-foderal vocational re- 
habilitation program should try 
to restore 200,000 persons an- 
nually to employment by 1960, 
Miss Mary E. Switzer, director 
of the federal Office of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation, said here 
yesterday, 


Miss Switzer, speaking at Ho- 
tel Jefferson before representa- 
tives of the States Vocational 
Rehabilitation Council, de- 
clared such a goal, if achieved, 
could meet the annual need 
for rehabilitation services, pro- 
vided that private agencies and 
employers co-operate fully. 

At present, the program as- 
sists 58,000 persons annually, 
she said. 

Handicapped people have a 
“tremendous potential,” she as- 
serted, once they have been 
helped to lead a productive 
life. “Employers must hire them 
as competent workers and not 
for pity or charity,” she de- 
clared.

Sewer Gas in the Home. 


T'S sort of difficult to de- 
scribe just what sewer gas 
smells like but if you smell 
something real unpleasant in 
your home and you can’t find 
any other cause of it, the 
chances are that it’s sewer gas. 

Now the house plumbing sys- 
tem is carefully designed to 
prevent these gases getting into 
the house so when they do, it 
means something has gone 
wrong with the drainage system, 

Often the trouble is with a 
leaky fixture trap for it is the 
purpose of these traps with 
their water seal to keep these 
gases from coming up through 
the drains of the fixtures. If 
the water in the trap leaks out, 
the gas will come up. 

So the first places to check 

are the fixture traps and es- 
pecially those that are concealed 
such as the kitchen sink trap 
where it would be possible for 
a small leak to go undetected. 
Also check fixtures that aren't 
used very often‘for here you 
may find that the water in the 
trap has evaporated and the seal 
is no longer effective. It's a 
good idea to run water down 
the drains of these seldom used 
fixtures from time to time just 
to replenish the water in the 
trap. 
Another spot to look for trou- 
ble is the drain system and 
main sewer line inside the 
house. Now and then because 
of movement in the house 
framework, a crack occurs in 
the main sewer pipe inside the 
house and this will allow the 
gases to escape. These cracks 
can often be repaired with iron 
cement. 

Open joints sometimes occur 
between the toilet bowl and 
sewer line and these leaks often 
show up as damp areas on the 
floor around the bowl. There 
is no easy way to patch this one 
—the bowl must be removed 
and the joint remade from 
scratch.

Acute Appendicitis

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: Just what are the symptoms 
D of acute appendicitis? Every once in a while I get a 
pain in the right side of my abdomen. My friends tell 

me to be on the lookout for appendicitis —Mrs. W.T.S. 

Answer: Unfortunately 
acute appendicitis is a 
greater killer than we like 
it to be. If patients went 
around making their own 
diagnosis of the disease, it 
is likely that the mortality 
tables would be jumping 
with increased fatalities. 
In 1952 in the United 
States, 2600 persons died 
of acute appendicitis. Fail- 
ure to make the correct 
Rs diagnosis in time is the 
” DR. PETER STEINCROHN usual cause of trouble. 

As a patient all you need to know is this: (1) When- 
ever you have persistent pain or vomiting that lasts a few 
hours, call your doctor. (2) But better remember this: never 
take a laxative or enema during the attack. (3) Never at- 
tempt to make the diagnosis yourself. The absence of fever 
or vomiting does not rule out acute appendicitis. Some- 
times it is even a difficult diagnosis for the doctor to make. 
Therefore, don’t treat yourself for a persisting stomach 
ache. And call the doctor early.

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: How long should a coronary 
patient remain in bed after the attack. My husband has just 
had a coronary thrombosis attack. His doctor says he will 
have to be in bed at least three weeks. I’ve just heard of 
some patients who are out in a chair the first week. Sin- 
cerely, Mrs. A.A. 

Answer: Length of bed-stay will always depend upon 
the personal equation. In other words, how severe is the 
attack? And is your doctor conservative—or otherwise in 
his treatment? Some doctors let their coronary patients 
sit up in a chair within a few days. Others think such man- 
agement is too drastic. 

Yet each may be correct—depending upon the type of 
patient and the severity of the attack. One thing most of 
us doctors now agree upon, however, is that all patients 
with coronary thrombosis need not sweat it out in bed for 
months. Years ago we practically kept them bed prisoners 
for months. Experience has taught us that we were harsh 
judges and meted out sentences that were unnecessarily 
long. These days, it is the exceptional case that is kept in 
bed longer than six weeks.

Famed St. Louis 
Prosciutto Hams 


They're Better Known in Fine Eastern 
Restaurants Than Here, but John Volpi 
Has Been Curing Them on The Hill for Years

ST. LOUISAN, sojourning 
A in New York recently, went 
to lunch at one of the city’s 
famous restaurants. There he 
was served something he had 
never tasted before, a type of 
ham called Prosciutto, a great 
delicacy by any standards. 

When our hero had finished 
licking his chops, he inquired 
as to where he could obtain such 
ham. The waiter asked the 
head waiter, the head waiter 
asked the manager. Finally 
back came the word. He could 
buy it from a man named John 
Volpi who creates hams and 
salami in a little (comparative- 
ly speaking) establishment in 
St. Louis, at 5258 Daggett 
street, in a section of St. Louis 
known as The Hill. 

Not only that, they added, 
but this was the only place, so 
far as they knew, where one 
could find Prosciutto hams of 
such quality. Our hero assured 
them this presented no problem 
to him, and immediately on his 
return to St. Louis he hurried 
out to The Hill. 

He told Volpi his story, and 
bought a whole ham. John lis- 
tened with interest and some 
amusement. He is 80 years old 
and wise. He has: heard the 
story, with many variations, 
many times, and he is accus- 
tomed to being a man not with- 
out fame save in his home 
town. Because as a matter of 
fact the name of Volpi means 
much more to fine restaura- 
teurs in New York, Philadelphia, 
Detroit and Eastern cities than 
it does in St. Louis, despite the 
fact that Volpi has been mak- 
ing the hams and salami here 
for more than 50 years, most 
of that time in his relatively 
small establishment on The Hill. 

One could write a book on 
the subject of hams. In fact, 
it’s been done. To most of us 
a ham is something that comes 
from the packing house, ready 
to eat. If we want to give it 
some individuality we load it 
down with brown sugar and 
cloves and various other addi- 
tives, according to our taste, 
and bake it some more. 

Among connoisseurs, how- 
ever, the mention of ham will 
start a discussion of the Dutch, 
the Polish and the Prague hams, 
not to mention one of the most 
famous, the Smithfield ham, 
produced in Virginia, whose 
reputation is such that more 
than 100 years ago Queen Vic- 
toria ordered for Buckingham 
Palace a shipment of six of the 
hams a week, an order which 
is still being filled regularly. 
And this despite England’s own 
York ham, another which merits 
a high place on the small and 
select list of out-of-this-world 
hams. 


* 

UT to many gourmets, and 
Bie most Italians, the Pros- 

ciutto ham heads the list. It 
is a ham cured in such a way 
as to render the meat a light 
pink color (in contrast to the 
dark, dry Smithfields), with 
very little fat, a flavor which 
defies description and a rich- 
ness which makes it suitable 
only as an appetizer. It’s not a 
ham you can make a meal of. 

In fact, a classic use of the 
Prosciutto calls for serving it 
in extremely thin slices upon 
wedges of iced honey-dew 
melon. The melon, Volpi ex- 
plains, not only complements 
the flavor of the ham, but does 
the job of filling the stomach. 
Fill up on Prosciutto ham, and 
you're likely to regret it. That’s 
a warning which Volpi always 
gives customers who are being 
introduced to the ham for the 
first time. 

Volpi brought the secret of 
the hams, as well as his famous 
salami, from Italy when he 
came over here in 1900. The 
word Prosciutto, it might be 
explained, is the Italian word 
for ham, and to speak of Pros- 
ciutto ham is to speak of “ham 
ham.” But by popular usage 
they have come to be known 
as Prosciutto hams, and there 
isn’t much that can be done 
about it now. 

Volpi was born in a little 
town close to Milan, and when 
he was 14 years old he went 
to work for a butcher and 
sausage maker in Milan, where 
he learned the tricks of the 
trade. Unlike many Italians, 
he didn’t come over here for 
economic reasons. 

Milano Provinco, where he 
came from, was a rich land and 
the bread basket, so to speek, 
of the surrounding country. 
His father. was a_ well-to-do 
hauler. He had a fleet of horses 
and wagons and operated an 
early-day equivalent of a truck- 
ing company. 

“As for me,” says Volpi, “I 
was just a run-away sort of

kid. I wanted to go places. 
Each summer we would vaca- 
tion in Switzerland, and one 
summer a friend of the family, 
who had come to the United 
States and was living in St. 
Louis, came there. He told me 
about the United States. 

“I said to my father, ‘They 
seem to prosper there. I think 
I'll go to America.’ He said, 
*Ydu’re crazy, you'll stay right 
here at home.’ So I just waited 
until I was old enough so that 
he didn’t have to sign any 
papers or anything to let me 
go, and I said, ‘I’m going now,’ 
and I came to St. Louis.” 

. 

E went to the home of his 
H friends here and they took 

care of him. That was in 
1900. 

“They gave me a room and 
plenty to eat,” he recalls. “I 
wanted to get a job, but they 
said, ‘Take your time.’ Finally, 
that fall, I decidéd to start 
making sausage. They gave me 
a room in the house to make 
the sausage, and I would buy 
the meat and grind the sausage 
and sell it to boarding houses 
and restaurants and saloons. No 
one had ever made anything 
like it in the city.” 

It found such a ready accept- 
ance, in fact, that in a short 
time Volpi was making $40 to 
$50 a week, which was a pretty 
good living in 1900. His equip- 
ment consisted of a kitchen- 
type meat grinder. 

“The sausage was a mixture 
of pork and beef, and every- 
thing the best. They had sau- 
sage, but not like mine. There’s 
lots of ways,” Volpi says mean- 
ingfully, “of making sausage.” 

Volpi began to feel pretty’ 
affluent, especially when he 
thought of how he had worked 
and what he had made as an 
apprentice sausage maker in 
Italy. 

“To learn the trade, my 
father paid the sausage maker 
10 lira a month,” he said. “Then 
after six months, the boss paid 
me 10 lira (about $10) a month. 
I started work at 5 o'clock in the 
morning, and sometimes I didn’t 
quit until after midnight. Espe- 
cially during the winter, which 
was when we did all the sausage 
making. 

“In the old days we depended 
on the weather. We couldn't 
make sausage until the weather 
got cold. We killed our own 
pigs, and did everything from 
the butchering to the sausage. 
There was no such thing as a 
packing house, like we have 
now, and where I buy the meat 
I need. If I did it like we did 
in Italy, the sausage I make 


in a year, the pigs I need 
would take up the whole 
block.” 


The Italians were beginning 
to move to The Hill soon after 
Volpi came to St. Louis, but 
at that time there were also a 
lot of Germans and other 
nationalities there. In time it 
was become solidly Italian, 
Volpi, young and prosperous, 
used to go to The Hill on Satur- 
day nights to attend dances. 

“They had brass bands, and 
I went to the Big Club, which 
is still here, and Garibaldi Club, 
and I had a better time than 
I've ever had since,” he laughs. 

“I didn't know anybody, and 
to get acquainted I'd buy every- 
body a drink. That’s how I got 
to know people. The Italians 
asked me what I was doing, 
and I told them I was making 
sausage, and they asked me why 
I didn’t come out to The Hill 
and make sausage.” 

So in 1913, Volpi moved from 
downtown to The Hill, and pur- 
chased the building which he 
still occupies. He started mak- 
ing salami in the old, Italian

fashion. He was the only per- 
son making it here, and the 
Italians were hungry for it. His 
business and his fame as a 
sausage maker began to grow. 


In those days, he was still de- 
pendent on the weather and 
could make sausage only in the 
winter. And even then, a few Much of the correspondence is 
unseasonably warm days in a 
row could wipe out the entire 
batch. But in 1925 electrical re- 


frigeration had been perfected 
to the point where it could be 
adapted to sausage making and 
ham curing, and that was when 
Volpi began to expand. 

The three primary requisities 
of making good salami and 
Prosciutto ham are temperature, 
controlled humidity and time. 

“You can’t rush them,” Volpi 
points out. Of course the big 
packing companies have found 
Ways and means to cure and 
prepare hams in weeks instead 
of months by injecting them. 
Volpi looks slightly pained at 
the mention of such hams. It’s 
ham, but it’s not Prosciutto. 

“Come with me,” 
“and I'll show you.” 

We went through the butcher 


shop where a half dozen men | 


with sharp knives were trim- 
ming excess fat off huge piles 
of fresh ham, and also trim- 
ming fat from great hunks of 


pork and then dicing.it to go | 


into the sausage grinder. 
From there we went into 
the curing rooms which are a 
peculiar labyrinth, resulting 
from many additions to the 
original building as the busi- 
ness grew. We went through 
a steel door and found our- 
selves on a catwalk, with hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of cased 
salamf, in various stages of cur- 
ing, hanging by their strings 
from a latticework of poles. 
There were salami above us, all 
around us, and looking down 
through the catwalk, below us. 


sections. Before each sec- 

tion was a card, showing 
how many sausages hung there 
and how long they had been 
hanging. Some of them, just 
recently packed, were clean 
and shiny. Others, which had 
been curing longer, were be- 
ginning to take on a thick cov- 
ering of gray and green mold. 

In other racks were hams, 
some 300 of them also hanging 
by their strings, and covered 
with the same thick layer of 
mold. 

The hams, Volpi explains, 
take eight to nine months to 
cure properly. The _ salami, 
which comes in sizes ranging 
from a half pound to six 
pounds, take from three months 
to eight months. 

The hams and sausages spend 
the first four or five days in 
a refrigerated room at very 
cold temperature. Then they 
go to a warm drying room for 
four, or five days to remove 
the excess moisture, and then 
to the curing rooms. When 
they are ready to eat the mold 
is washed and brushed off and 
they go ta market. 

In the early days, Volpi 
turned out his salami in a lit- 
tle grinder that held 30 pounds 
of meat. Today it comes out of 
an electric grinder that holds 
400 pounds. His total output 
these days runs to about 400,-

000 pounds of sausage and ham — 


a year. But he has never em- 
ployed a salesman. 

He used to go to New York 
himself and sell his products to 
commission houses, but he no 
longer has to. He has never 
advertised, either, byt the or- 
ders keep pouring in. His hams 
are snapped up by provision 
companies which supply high 
class restaurants.

AGDA GABOR has collect-
